 Mr. LeBlanc addresses wells that are outside the subflow zone and the Statements 

of Claimant (SOCs) that Pima County Irrigation wanted to withdraw.   He states that there 

were objections filed to the motion to withdraw certain SOCs.  Pima County is now willing 



to not withdraw the SOCs.  He requests the proceedings be stayed with respect to those 

SOCs for reasons stated on the record.   

Mr. Foy has no objection to Pima County withdrawing the SOCs with certain 

caveats. 

 The Court notes that there is not an approved cone of depression test at this time. 

  Mr. Foy requests that the case be stayed.  Mr. Tomkus joins SRP’s request.  Discussion is 

held.  

LET THE RECORD REFLECT Watershed File Reports (WFRs) 111-19-001, 113-12-

001 and 113-12-BD-002 are discussed regarding the wells outside the subflow zone. 

The Court will determine which watershed file reports include the wells that are located 

outside the boundaries of the subflow zone.  The Court will stay consideration of the claims for 

water rights based on those wells.   

IT IS ORDERED that the irrigation claims in WFR 113-12-BA-012 in contested case 

W1-11-2690 and WFR 113-12-BD-002 in this case shall be tried together on the same schedule:  

o Disclosure statements and Expert Reports are due December 14, 2018. 

o Discovery is to be completed by June 3, 2019. 

o Motions are due August 5, 2019. 

o Trial is to begin on September 16, 2019. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED the deadline for SRP to submit a settlement report for 

both cases is August 31, 2018.

LATER: 

In its Memorandum dated April 19, 2018, Pima County identified ten wells by watershed 

file report, SOC number, and well registration number that it claimed are located outside the 

boundaries of the subflow zone.  It also provided maps of the location of each well relative to the 

subflow zone boundaries.   On May 22, 2018, Pima County filed a Clarification of its 

Memorandum seeking to withdraw SOCs 39-1724, 39-2070, 39-2071, 39-2072, 39-2073, 39-

2074, 39-2078, 39-2083, 39-5391 and 39-5393.   It stated that it would be premature to ask for a 

judicial determination that the wells associated with the SOCs are not impacting the subflow 

zone.  Objections to the request to withdraw SOCs were filed.   As stated above, at the status 

conference, Pima County withdrew its request to have the court dismiss the SOCs, but urged that 

consideration of the potential water rights based on the SOCs be stayed.   



The ten wells identified by Pima County along with the potential water right reported in 

the watershed file report associated with each SOC, the legal description, owner name, drill date, 

and pumping rate from ADWR’s well registry are listed below:

 IT IS FURTHER ORDERED staying the adjudication of the claims for water rights for 

which the above-listed wells are the source of water until such time as a court-approved test 

exists with respect to wells located outside the boundaries of the subflow zone.   

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that no water right for stock watering use will be granted 

pursuant to that potential water right 113-12-001-SW003 based on Pima County’s representation 

that the entire claim is duplicated in 113-11-002-SW001.
